"Voung people cannot realize the import- 
er a thorough Knowledge of house- 
bat those who have suffered the in- 
ions of igno- 
rance can well appreciate it. Children 
should be early indulged in their disposi- 
tion u> bake, aad oxperiment iu cooking 
various ways. Il is often but a troub 
some help that they afford; still it is 
great advantage to them. 

"I know a little girl who at nine years old 
made a loaf of bread every week during 
the winter. Her mother taught her how 
much yeast, and salt and flour to use, aad 
she became quite an expert baker. When 
ever she is disposed to try her skill ia mak 
iag simple cakes or pies she is permitted to 
do so. She is thus, while amusing herself, 
learning nn important lesson. Her mother 
calls her, her little housekeeper, and often 
permits her to get what is necessary for 
he table. She bangs the keys by her side, 
and very musical the jingling is to her 
ears. I think before she is out of her teens, 
upon wbioh she has not yet entered, she 
will have some idea how to cook. 

"Some mothers give their daughters the 
care of housekeepers, each a week by turas. 
li seems to me a good arrangement, and a 
most useful purt of their education. 

Domestic labor is by no means incom- 
patible with the highest degree of refine 
ment and mental culture. Many of the 
most elegant, accomplished women I have 
known have looked well lo 
duties, aad have honored 
their husbands by so doing "
